Hence comes that old 
Saying , Cuſtome is a ſecond Nature : and if ſo, we ought 
not to admire that the wiſeſt men of the world, though they do 
generally agree in many Points of Science, yet that inthe 
Principal one , which is Religion, they ſhould be ſo much 
at a diſtance : for Breeding, Cuftom and Education do print 
things ſo firmly and flirongly upon the Minds of men, that 
commonly they imagine it a great Sin to think any thing 
elſe to be Truth but what they have ſuck'd with their 
Mother's Milk,; ſo that then the Doors of all Inquiry are ſhut. 
And though it be not doubted by any but that the Scriptures 
are the Rivle, of Truth > yet nevertheleſs men commonly are 
not inquiſitive to contraditt themſelves, but rather to ftrength- 
en their own Opinions. And this I conceive to be the onely 
reaſon why men often differ in that very Point, in which all 
ſhould endeavour to agree, being "the Truth ean' be but

Some that preſume ts be over-wiſe think, it « Policy and 
Deſign in thoſe which change thelr Religion in which the 
were brought up. And this indeed is of dangerous Conſe: 
quence, when the Change of Religion brings with it Power and 
Richer , which is the grand Devil of the world : for 
otherwiſe thoſe Diſſemblers muſt be taken to be Fools or 
Atheiſts. Others are of a quite contrary Opinion, that is, 
they hold Religion to be a Gift of God, and that he doth en- 
lighten ſore men with his boly Spirit, that ſo they may em- 
brace the Truth. This Opinion, in my mind, is ſomewhat at 
Large on the other ſide \ for then Reaſon is not to be expedited : 
or perbaps they find ſo little Reaſon int thelre, that they will 
make it all Miracles 3, and, for ought T kgowr, this may in- 
creaſe many Diſſemblers. Others think, otherwiſe, That 
whoſoever ſhall change his Religion, if ſincerely, he muſt be 
able to produce ſuch. Reaſons, that the moſt bigh Profeſſ##3 of 
the ſame fhonld admire him. This indeed, though more Yati- 
onal, is yet ſomewhat too high to be required : for though 4mait 


may underſtand ſome few ſtrong and pregnant Keaſons,. which. 


may be ſufficient for him ts know the Truth by > yet we muſt 
et doubt but thoſe that have ſtudied that Profe won all the. 
daies of their lives are able to illuſtrate it a great deal

And although it cannot be denied, that heſ that came with

Wherefore thoſe few Reafons T ſet-forth in my following: 
Diſcourſe you muſt. not expe? to be ſuch, as that 3n them. 
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The Epiltle to the Reader, 
ſhould be all that can be ſaid for the illuſtration of Chriftian 
Relzgzoa © It will ſuffice if thoſe few be ſtrong oxd to the pur- 
poſe. And I am confident that they are ſubſtantial enough 
#0 convince the Jews : for I may without vanity preſume to 
have as much knowledge iu the Grounds of their Religzou 85 
any other. Neither muſt there be bere expefied @ very bigh 
Style : for I being a Stranger cannot poſſibly att «in that fluent 
Eloquence of the Engliſh Tongue. But I hope that in theſe 
plain rude words my Sincerity may be diſcovered, which is all 
I aim at at this preſent 5 aud alſo tbat the Jews mgy un- 
derftaud, that it was not without great reaſox that Tembra- 
ced J:lus Chriſt. 


If Education be ſo ftroug a Hindrance to the diſcevery of 


the Truth, ſurely there muſt be ſome great perſuaſion that 


"ſhould cauſe a man to dowht tbe truth of bis or 
and then 1 judge bim to be upon the bigh Road where 
without any impedimeut be may find out the right way- 


That is the reaſon wby I do itlarge my ſelf in the proofs 
of particular Providence efter the Jews Opingon , the conſe- 
quence thereof being the firſt Doubt gyhich ever I had cox- 
cerning their Religion, as in my Diſcourſe I do at large 
declare: and alſo becauſe the Jews, conſidering the iſſue of 
:t, would goe about to deny it, if not ſo amply and plainly 
proved before their eyes : ſo that T bope ſome of the muſt ſcri- 
— them may open their eyes, and return to the 
Lora. 


IT do laftly deſire, that here notice may be taken , That 
whereas in this my followiag Treatiſe I do quote ſeveral 
Paſſages out of the Talmud without ſetting forth the Books, 
Chapters and Leaves 3 the reaſon of it is, becauſe the late _ 
Fire had conſumed all thoſe Hebrew Books where I could 
have found them : and though T might have made uſe of 
ſome private Libraries, wbich are ſtill preſerved 3 yet T lacked

# Book, which I earneſtly ſearch'd for amongſt all the _ 
elters in London and the Friends I knew, and could not finde 
it, called Toledot Aaron, wherein (though with ſome pains ) 
T might have found them out.. Tet I am moſt ſure, all 
that T quote is publickly known unto any of the Jews Scho- 
lars, and all others which-bave full chill in that Learning : 
which ſufficeth for our purpoſe, ſince it cannot be denicd by 
any of the Jews. | 


And whereas there ave ſeveral Prophecies in the Old Teſt a- 
ment which really and truly are to be underſtood for Jeſus 
Chriſt, and yet I do net make mention of them in this my 
Treatiſe 3 the” reaſon is, Becauſe the Jews of late years,

10 Truth ſpringing out of the Earth, 
Moſes, fay the Fews, received by tradition from his 
Fore-fathers this Promiſe which the Lord had made to 
them, not onely to prote& them in t- under that 
Bondage, but alſo to govern them by himſelf afterwards. 
This is ſignified by that Viſton Facob ſaw when he wem 
down with his Family into Egypt, Gen. 46. 44 TR 'I\R

again. So they fay that Moſes would not accept his 
Embaſflic into Egypt, untill he was firſt aſſured that the. - 
Lord himſelf would go along with him without the in- 
terpoſition of any Angel : which they prove as followeth. 
God appcars to Moſes in Mount Horeb in the midſt of 
a burning Buſh : Moſes wonders to ſee the Buſh burn, 
and not conſumed 3; he approaches nearer, .the better to 
obſerve that wonderfull Vifion ;: 21%R Elobim God 
commands him to put off his ſhoes, for the place where- 
on he ſtands is holy ground. There he is told that he 
who then ſpake with him was the God of Abrabam, Iſaac 
and Facob. ' Here Moſes hides his face, fearing to behold 
the moſt High, and is then commanded to goe to Pharaoh, 
and to bring the Children of ' 1/rael out of Egypr.

Forced by 
this Argument they declare the Text this, ſuppoſing al- 
wales that the true Grammatical ſenſe is infringed nei- 
ther way : Moſes, fay they, was diſſatisfied, doubting 
whether it was: the Lord himſelf that ſpoke to -him, 
or {ome Angel which the Divine Majefty did appoint 
to govern that People ; and though the Lord told him, 
I am the God of thy Fathers, &c. yet was not his Doubt re- 
ſolved 3 for ſo the Lord uſed to manifeſt himſelf to the 
other Prophets, by'Dreams , Viſions, or Angels, ſerving 
onely as Tongues to declare the will of their Crea- 
tour, as hereafter we ſhall more at large ſet forth. 

But returning to our Text, they expound it thus : 
What ſhall 'T be when'I ſhall come to Pharaoh, and ſhall 
have brought the Children of 1-ael out of Egypt ? that is, 
In what degree or quality ſhall I remain atter my per- 
formance of the one and the other thing ?

33. was 
one of the common Angels, whom by reaſon of their {ins 
the Lordwould ſet over them, and ſo debaſe them, by ma- 
king them but equal with any of che other Nations, in- 
tending to withdraw his particular Providence from 
them as it is expreſly ſaid, Exod.

The Fews proceed farther, and fay that Bulaam, the 
greateſt and the learnedeſt Magician of his time amongſt 
the Gentiles, who was the High-Prieſi of all their idola- 
trous Rites and Ceremonies, and a maintainer of them, 
when he heard the report of the miraculous works My- 
ſes wrought among the Z#gyptians, and underſtood that. 
Moſes for all the Doctrine he delivered alledged for his 
authority that the Lord appeared unto him, and that the 
Lord ſpake unto him all that he delivered to the people 
of Iſrael, and that he delivered nothing to them but what 
he had firſt received from his mouth ; this Balaam en- 
deavourcd to proclaim the ſame Doctrine to his follow- 
ers, and the better to ſtrengthen and confirm them in 
their idolatrous Worſhip, avouched that the Lord alfo 
ſpake to him. Or perhaps he might imagine it an im- 
poſſibility for the Firſt Cauſe to ſpeak to any man, and 
that it was onely a politick deſign in Moſes to make his 
people believe ſo, the better to gain upon their affettions, 
and to incourage their zeal and valour, and that all M- 
ſes performed was through the Art of Magick, in which 
Balaam was ſo eminently skilfull; therefore he preten- 
ded and preſumed to haye the ſame knowledge, or rather 
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more then Moſes had : and ſo it appears by his endeavours 
to undoe all that Moſes had done till that time. 

This is thus proved. Balak the ſon of Zippor is afraid 
of Iſrael when they approach his Borders, and ſends for 
Balaam to curſe them : Balaam arrogantly anſwers his 
Embaſſladors, as deſpiſing Moſes, and as 1f the Lord had

Yet notwithſtanding in the next Verſ. he 
prays them to tarry, I pray you tarry ye alſo bere this night: 
whence it appears clearly, that he himfelf miſtruſted his 
own Prophecy, otherwiſe he durit not have preſumed 
to tempt God, whoſe will he already knew. Ver. 20. Elo- 
bim the Angel gives him leave to. goe 3. but with an in- 
junction not to ſpeak any thing but what he is told. He 
riſes as early as his Malice, ſolicitous to accompliſh his 
evil intentions : and in his journey upon the way he is 
three times met by Michael, who is here called the Angel 
of the Lord.

Now Balaam's eyes were opened, finding experimen- 
tally the truth Moſes profeſſed, ſince he himſelf ſaw the 
Angel of the Lord, who ſpoke to him, and bid him goe on 
his journey, he ſtill endeavouring to find a way to curfe 
Iſrael: and although what had already happened tolym 
might ſeem ſufficient to alter his purpoſe, yet he well 
knew he who ſpoke to him was a created Angel, though 
of a far higher degree then thoſe he formerly converſed 
with : or perhaps he might diſcover him. to be Michael, 
the Prince and Advocate of Iſrael, that, interce- 
ding for his own People, came to prevent that Curſe 
he intended themz wherefore he yet gave not ſuch 
full credit to the authority of that Vifton, as to deſiſt from 
his purpoſe. 

Now he comes to Balak, prepares. his Sacrifices, goes 
to his Divinations, orders his Enchantments, and Elohim 
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appears to him, but with greater authority, fer he puts 
the Lord's word into his mouth, ſo that in ſtead 'of 
curſing he bleſſes Iſrael. Balak, reproves him :. he ſaw 
himlſelt gradually aſcending to the higheſt degree of Pro- 
phecic, therefore anſwers Balak, that he mult ſpeak what 
the Lord puts into bis mouth. 

Here the Fews obſerve God's great love towards his 
Pcople, in that he not onely crowns them with Bleſſings 
and Felicities, but alſo forces their Adverſaries to con- 
firm them to them. Thus Facob wreſtling with his 
Brother Eſax's Guardian-Angel prevails over him, and 
will not let him goe, till he had confirm'd thoſe Bleſſings 
to him which the World imagined he had fraudulent- 
ly taken from his Brother : wherefore the Angel chan- 
ges his name Facob, ſignifying to ſupplant or deceive, into 
Tſrael, which ſignifies the righteous one of God 5 as if he 
had ſaid, It is right and juſt before God, what the World 
clteemed a Deceit and Fraud. 

Balaam now again prepares his $acrifices, and proceeds 
with his Enchantments, and the Lord himſelt meets him, 
and puts a word in his mouth, Chap.

For this cauſe alſo it is ſaid that the Book of Job was 
inſerted in the Canon of the Holy Scripture, inſomuch 
that there is an Opinion in the Talmxd;that there was ne- 
ver ſuch a man as Fob, but that the Book was made 
onely for.a Parable.

5. Not to ſteal. | 

6. Not to cat part of any Beaſt while the Beaſt 
lives. 

7. To eſtabliſh Judges.,to doe Juſtice to all men. 

Beſides the general Tradition, they prove it thus, The 
frſt*two Precepts, of reaſon, right and juſtice, belong to 
the moſt high Lord and Creatour of all things. Adulte- 
ry and Thett occafioned the Deluge, Gen. 6. 11. mbar 
DAN YARN The Earth was filled with violence and Ver.12.

had corrupted his way upon the earth : this is by all under- 
ſtood of Adultery, yet comprehending under it all the 
ſeveral ſpecies of Uncleanneſs.

True it is,.the firſt five Precepts were or ought to have 
been, obſerved before the Floyd 3 for Murther. js, inclu- 
ded in the word DAN YViolexce# for. if Violence is forbid 
to be offer'd to the Goods of a man, then much more to 
the Life of a man. So that properly onely the two laſt 
were commanded to Noah, (to-the other five he was pre- 
obliged : ) for till Noah's time Fleſh was unlawfull to be 
eaten, but now a Licenſe is granted him to eat fleſh, 
Gen. 9. 3. Every moving thing that liveth ſhall be meat for 
you, &c. yet with this Proviſo, not to cat part of any 
living beaſt. As for the laſt Precept, to ſet up Judges, it 
was now given: for before, God governing the World 
by himſelt, by himſelf he executed Juſtice upon Delin- 
quents but after. the Floud, retiring himſelf from the 
World,he impowers men in his ſtead to execute Juſtice up- 
on Offenders. And the obſervation of theſe Precepts they 
fay is ſufficient-to Salvation , accordingly. It is afſerted

Truths imbezzled by bold and igno- 
rant Aſſertors frequently confirm-the oppoſite Hereticks, 
and too often give occation for the Truth to be evil ſpo- 
ken of, and God's Name to he blaſphemed : whilſt a 
modelt and innocent Errour, abetted with good probable 
Arguments , will quicken every ingenuous mind to a 
{tricer ſcrutiny, that it is more then probable the Truth 
may be diſcovered, and embraced too, by him who firſt 
defended the contrary. 


__ it appcars then by what hath been 'Gaid, that 
God's particular Providence was onely among the

This Holy of Holies repreſented the Angelical World. 
And becauſe the Glory of the Lord is more eminently 
reſident among thoſe bleſſed Spirits, therefore the Ark 
of the Teſtament, repreſenting the Firſt Cauſe, was pla- 
ced therein: and fince rhe Lord and his Will are one, 
therefore the two Tables of Stone, containing the De- 
calogue, which is the manifeſtation of his Will, were 
alſo laid up there : and this being the occaſion of his Fa- 
vour or Diſpleaſure, there were alſo put there the Pot 
of Manna and the Rod of Aaroy, repreſenting Reward or 
Puniſhment to the Obſervers or -Tranſgreſſors of it. 
This Ark was covered, to ſhew the Incomprehenſfibility 
of the Firit Cauſe 3 and covered with pure Gold, to inti- 
mate the Firmneſs and Duration of the Firſt Bcing. Up- 
on this Covering were two Cherubims of Gold alſo, lig+ 
nifying the Angels : made of the ſame Piece with the 
Covering, to repreſent that they immediately proceeded 
from the Lord. They were of Gold, to ſhew their Con- 
Rancy in performing the Will of their Maker 3, tog<ther 
with their Duration ; they were Male and Female, fig- 
nifying, their gradual Difference one from anothcr ; tome 
Angels receiving immediately from the Lord , others 
from their ſuperiour Order. Wherefore the Chaldee Pa- 
raphraſc, Iſai.6. renders theſe words 1 IR II ep) 
"DR One cried unto another, PWR) P12 17 15230) One 
received from another. Their Faces looking one towards 
another denoted, that they revealed and communicated 
what they received from the Lord one tq, another. They 
look tqwards the Covering, to ſhew that ' they expected 
to derive all their Felicity from the Loxd. They had 
F Wings, 
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Wings, to ſhew their Swiftneſs and Apility in God's ſer- 
Yice : theſe Wings covered not onely their Bodies, but 
alſo all the Covering, to repreſent that they were 
hidden from all creatures below them, fo that they can- 
not comprehend their Eſſence. There was alſo an Al- 
tar ovcr-laid with Gold,of which we ſhall ſpeak hereafter. 
Next this was the 937 the Palace,repreſenting the Cc- 
leſtiall or Sphericall World, which, becauſe it was corpore- 
all,was ſeparated from the Holy of Hohes by aVecil,as being. 
of another quality and matter. Becauſe the Sun, Moon and 
Stars,to whom the Dominion over the Etementary World 
is given, are there, in this BIR was a Table placed, to re- 
preſent their Majeſty and Power. Upon this Table were 
fet twelve Loaves in two rows, fix on a row, repreſenting 
the twelve Signs of the Zodiack. Theſe Loaves were called 
D127 andy, i.e. Loaves of Faces; as if the Miſery or Felicity 
of this World depended upon their Influence. They were 
changed every week, to ſhew the diverfity of their Effects, 
according to the various Tranfits of the Seven Flanets, 
which were repreſented by the golden Candleftick with 
feyen Lights, placed here alfo : the middle Light onely 
burning upwards repreſenting the Sun ; the reft, three 
of each fide, bowed and inclined to it, to ſhew that they 

borrowed their light from the Sun. | 
Next was the 7INy-the Onter Court, repreſenting, this 
Sublunaxry World. It was in the open Air, without any 
Covering, to ſhew the ſeveral Inconveniences this World 
is obnoxious to. Here was the Altar placed, Beaſts were: 
kill'd and offered upon it, to ſhew the power and dopwi- 
non of Death. So that m this little World the Fers 
fay God dwelt, to provide all things neceſſary for them *: 
and here. he dwelt till the Deftruion of it, as appears 
from the 9, 10, 11. Chapters of 'Ezekith, when he ſaw 
the Lord in his Chariot leavin this World; and afcen- 
ding into Heaven' again. 'And fo they reſblvea Queſton 
ariſing from the difference oof the Vifton of Iſ#iah- and” 
this in. Ezekiel. ' Tſazah deſcribes the EINE 
X 
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fix Wings, two whereof covered their faces, and two 
. their feet, and with the othet two they flew : here 
Ezekiel dcf{cribes them onely with four Wihtgs, and de- 
ſcribes the form of their feet , which Tſaiah doth not. 
They reconcile this Doubt thus. The two middle 
Wings fignitte, as hath been ſajd, their expeditious Switt= 
nels to execute the Will and Dectrees of God; the two 
upper W1ngs were the receptacles of the Emanations of 
the Divine Influx3 the twolower Wings were as Con- 
duit-pipes to convey the Influence they received from 
above into the Lower World. Tfaiab, living in the time 
the Temple ſtood; faw them? with all their Wings ex- 
ecuting, this Indulgence of Heaven, and communicating 
ro Man the Goodnels of the Lord : but Ezektel, at the 
Deftruction: of the Femple, ſaw them onely with tour 
Wings, to intimate that theſe Conduit-pipes were 
now ſtopped, God: then retiring out of the World, and 
deſerting the Government thereof. 

In the Babylowiſh Captivity,, when 4haſpuerits reigned 
over Perfis, happened that great Deliverance of the Ferws 
by the means ot Mordecat and* Ejther, which they value

do bclieve that the 1mmedrte Providence of the Lord 
was never yet enjoy'd by any Nation except their ownz 
and that if the Lord hath at any time taken notice of . 
any other Nation or Perſon, either to reward or puniſh 
them, it was in reſpect of their ſtrict Obſervance or Vis- 
lation of the Seven Precepts of Noah, to which Canon 
the Lord obliged all mankind. Then, according to their 
Opinion, it muſt neceſſarily follow, that what-ever Na- 
tion doth not obſerve that Canon, or pretends to 
ferve the Lord any other way,their Worſhip is erroneous, 
and cannot be accepted, and conſequently cannot obtain 
the Divine Providence. Now it we can evidently prove 
that the Lord appeared to the Chraftians in the ſame 
manner as he did formerly to the Children of Tſraet, 
who can doubt but their Religion and manner of Ser- 
vice is accepted of the Lord, fince otherwaies they could 
not poſltbly enjoy this ſo great Preeminence ? 

And becauſe we ſee many things ſtrangely ſucceed 
caſually and accidentally, inſfomuch that the wiſeſt of 
men may be deceived by them, and judge them acts of 
Providence 3 it will be but neceſlary to give ſome Rules 
whereby Chance may be diſtinguiſhed from Provi- 
dence. 

Thus then I ſay, That which is ordered by and pro- 
ceeds from God muſt neceſſarily concur and agree in all 
its parts equally , without intermixture of any thing 
that 15 of different purpoſe. So that that Reward or 
Puniſhment which the Lord appoints muſt be adequate 
and proper to the Merit or Demerit of the A&t done. 
This is the cauſe, ſay Expoſitors, why Fethro became a 
Convert. He had ſeen the Egyptians ungratefull in forget- 
ting, the Preſervation they owed to Foſeph's Prudence ; 
how, not contented with the iron Slavery they held the 
Iſraelites under, their male Children now muſt be caſt 
mto the Nzjle : and notwithftanding the Lord wrought 


fo many wonderfull Miracles among them, all would not 


faffice tomake Fetbro: forſake his idolatrous Prieſthood to 
the 
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the Gods of  Midian. But hearing Pharaoh and all his 
Horſemen and Chariots were drown'd 1n the Red ſea, he 
fays,Exod.18. 11. 0/980 DID mmm bm 9 nyt ny 
any 111 WR NM YI Now know T that the Lord is 
greater then all gods : for in the thing wherein they dealt 

roudly he was above them. They ſtnned by Water, and 

y Water their Sin was avenged. Now he is a Convert 
to the God of Tſrael, and believes his Providence. 

Elz the Prieſt governs Tfrael, and for the Sin of his Sons 
God hides his face from his people 3 the Philiftins catch 
at the opportunity, and not onely prevail -againſt them, 
but alſo captivate the Ark, then, by reaſon of their Sins, 
like a dead Carkaſs without a Soul informing it. They, 
proud with this ſacceſs, return triumphantly, and dire- 
ding their way to the Temple of their God Dagon, which 
i5 Nept#ne, preſent and dedicate their noble Spoil there, 
as if their invented Dagon, God of the Sea, had prevailed 
over the great Creatonr of Heaven and Earth, the Sea 
and all that therein is. Then the Lord; for his Name's 
fake profaned in that Nation, obferves their Pride, and 
punithes them with Hemorrhoids, a Diſcafe naturally pro- 
ceeding froma Melancholick humour. When they faw 
how in the height of their Revellings and rejoycings, and 
their Thankſgiving-offerings , they were ſo cruelly tor- 
mented, they 'confidered, though lately, that this evil 
was preternaturat. Filled as much with fear as pain, 
they reſolved to ſend back the Ark of the Lord of Tſraet ; 
and after they had conſulted all their Prieſts and their 
- Wiſe men, they mutually agree to experiment whether 
thoſe preſent Evils did Teally proceed trem the Lord, or 
from Chance.

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vidence, I was confounded in my ſpirit, not being able

The ReſurreRion conſummares all the Felicities good 
men can inherit, which cannot be enjoy'd till the Soul 
be firſt cleanſed from all its pollgtions. We all grant that 
Man's PerteQion was the Creatour's intendment. Sin 
came into the World, and by Sin Death; and it is im- 
pollible for the Soul contaminated with Sin to return 
to its Centre God : So that we are forced to con- 
clude, that for this Soul to return again, and inform the 
Body to that end for which it was created, it muſt firſt 
be. purihed. And fince we have proved that the Deſign 
and end of the Meffias his coming is to cleanſe us from 
all Unrighteouſneſs, it remains now to conſider the Man- 
ner of his coming, whether it be ſuitable to the Work

This being more terrene and inferiour to the reſt, occa- 
ſions many errours and - miſtakes, producing effes 
contrary- ottentimes to the Intellectual Soul, which is 
all Underſtanding. Therefore in this place Levit. 4. 2. 
Nepheſh is onely mentioned : and, conſcquently, we thall 
find that Sacritices onely expiated Sins ot Ignorance, ſuch 
as were committed by errour and miſtake 3 but Sins of 
Wilfulneſs were not done away by Sacritices. And 
though we find ſome Sins intentionally. committed, 
where Sacritices were required, as Levit. Chap. 6. yet it 
muſt be conſidered that x. we ſhall hind theſe Sins com- 
mitted by the inſtigation of the Senſitive Soul: and 
2. that theſe Sacrifices were required onely when the 
Sin was committed privately, withont any witnels, the 
Offender of himſelf muti confeſs his Sin, Confeſſion be- 
ing an cvidence of true Repentance 3 for ſhould he be 
convicted by Law, he muſt reſtore double at the leaſt, 
Exod. 22. In this caſe onely a fifth part, beſides the prin- 
cipal, and his Treſpaſs-offering. But Sins committed out 
of pure Malice and an evil intention; where the Intelle- 
&ual Soul is principally concerned, for ſuch Sins there . 
remains no Sacritice, neither is any- Atonement declared 
for them throughout the whole Law. | 

Now if it is neceflary that Sacritices ſhould be offered 
for the purificarion of the Body, we may well judge that 
the Soul necdeth Sacrifices for its purgation. The Body, 
being -brute and earthly, brings of the ſame quality for 
its ſatisfaction the intelleQual Soul for its Atonement 
muſt likewiſe have a Sacrifice ſomeways proportionable 
to it ſelf, The Angels cannot fatishe, ſince they were 
created Guardians for Mankind, and in that Miniſteriall 
office inferiour to the Soul. The Fews call them 590 
"NWN Avgels of ſervice. And the Soul cannot. make an 


Atonement for it ſelf, So there remains onely God who . 
| is 
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is able to ſatishe. And if the; comyng; of, the, Meſias 
15 onely for this end, to make Atonement for the Sins of 
the Soul, then the Meſizs mult be . God, as well as Man : 
and if ſo, how could this be without that great Myſte- 
ry of the Incarnation? And if this be an infallible truth, 
we muſt offer violence to our own Reaſon, it we do not 
fully conſent to: the truth of the Holy Goſpel, wherein 
this Doctrine is clearly and plainly revealed, 

Moſes ſpeaks nothing of the Soul : and if other Pro- 
phets darkly hint at it, it is becauſe the coming of the 
Meſſias, who was deſigned for the. Propitiation of Sin 
and for the Soul's. Redemption, was more fully. revea- 
led to .them. The ancient Low before the Incarna- 
tion of Chriſt ,_ though they diſputed: excellently of all 
other matrers, were very ſparing in diſcourſing of the 
Soul's Happineſs. Chrift comes, and brings life and im- 
mortality to light, and molt fully declares the Soul's eter- 
'nall Felicity after: Death : and: fince that time all the 
moſt famous Authours amongſt the Fews have written 
large Volumes. of it ; A ſufficient tettuimony that Chriſt 
firſt more clearly revealed and propagated this 
Truth. | 

God created the World in ſeven days ; yet the Wick- 
edneſs of Men ina few Ages perſuaded them to believe 
that the World was eternall, without beginning 3 till at 
length Moſes came, and by the revelation of God diſco- 
vered the Creation of it to his people : which truth 
by degrees came to be publick and received in moſt parts 
of the World. The :fixſt Publiſhers of the , Myſteries of 
the Soul. were-the Diſciples of Chriſt, who learnt it from 
their Maſicr, who was. Lord - of the Soul. But the truth 
is, Moſes, who came .to augment the Felicitics. of this 
World, taught the beginning of it, that his People might 
believe. the Authour thereof could ..govern and difpoſe_of 
it at his. pleaſure: Chriſt, who came to. redeem, the Soul, 
preach/d the;, Felicities; ſhe - ſhould {enjoy .through.-the 
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thedding of his meſt precious Bloud. | 

When we treated above of the Fews myfticall inter- 
pretation of the Temple, we purpoſely omitted to fay 
any thing of the Altar of Incenſe over-laid with pure 
Gold , which was fituate in the Holy of Holies, with- 
in the Veil, before the Mercy-ſeat, reſerving it for 
this place. This golden Altar differed from the Alrar 
of Burnt-offering by many degrees of SanCtity. Thar . 
of the Burnt-offering was placed in the Outer: Court , 
which reprefents this Earthly Globe; this Golden Altar 
in the Holy of Holtes, repreſenting the Angelical World : 
A difference worthy of great conftderation, the better to 
underſtand the fignification of it. Let us fee what the 
uſe of it was. Itis frequently called yYnapit man 
the Altar of Txcenſe or Perfume, becauſe thereon Aarox 
burnt ſweet Incenſe every morning, Exod. 30. 7. No 
manner of Sacrifice was there to be offered, 'Exod. 30. 9. 
onely a part of the bloud of ſome particular Sacrifices, as 
of the Sin-offerings of the High-Prieſt and of all the Con- 
gregation , on "WY. the Day of Atonement was (prink- 
led upon - the Horns thereof, Levis 16. 18. This Day 
repreſented a general Pardon which the Lord prepated 
to-granf, not onely to the Fews, but alſo tothe reft of 
the Nations. | The Feaſt of Faberndcles fignified! that 
univerſal Peace and Happineſs the- whole World ſhould: 
enjoy. This Feſtival was to be celebrated on the x5. day 
of the ſeventh-month 3 the day of Atonement was to pre. 
cedeit 5 days, it being' tobe folemnized the 10. day of 
the ſame munth ; for Expiation-and Pardon of Sin muft 
be before the enjoyment of ' Felicify can be” obtained. 
$5. it appears that this great Day of Atonengent did fip- 
ne Fes Chrift; who was to be 'made-the- Propitietion 
for the fins. of the whole World' : therefore it' wascxlled 
EINE Ew the lay bf Aronements, Wi the! plutal'ninm- 
bey; to ſhew tha! there were- more Atonements "arid 
Pardons to--coameithin: was there” declared: to the! Fowt:

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This was the day whereon they were commanded to 
afflict their Souls, as if it were to ſignifie the dolorous 
Agony and Paſlton of Feſur3 Pardon being not to be 
obtained but by much Sorrow and inward Grief. So 
that the onely meaning of this Day was, to fignitie that 
great Atonement which Chrift ſhould make. 

This being premiſed, we may ſafely affirm that this 
Golden Altar was a real Repreſentation of Chriſt. It 
was of Gold, to thew the Pureneſs of his Body. And 
the Bloud of this general Sacrifice for the Sins of the 
Priett and the whole Congregation, on this day to be 
ſprinkled upon this Altar, plainly repreſents the Bloud 
of Chriſt to be ſhed for the general Pardon of the Sins of 
the World, and that it was impotiible to obtain Pardoa 
without ſhedding of bloud. And this propitiatory Sa- 
crifice was to be offered but once « year, to ſhew that 
Chrift was to offer up himſelf once for all. 

The conftant Service of this Altar was, that ſweet I- 
ceuſe ſhould be burat thereon every morning and every evening, 
a perpetuall Incenſe before the Lord, Exod. 30.7,8. The 
Fews themſelves acknowledge that this Perfume fig- 
nified the Prayers of the Righteons, which reach unto 
the higheſt Heavens. Wherefore David faics, Pſal.1 41. 2. 
Let my Prayer be ſet before thee as incenſe. Therefore 
among the ' ten Wonders which the Fews ſay were al- 
waies in the Temple, this 1s one, that the Sraoak of this 
Perfume ' went diretly upwards without the leaſt de- 
clination , though the wind blew never ſo violeat- 
ly. - Whereupoa they ſay , the Prayers of the juſt are 
alwaies effeQqual, and never are offered up in vain, not- 
withſtanding all Tmpediments. So that [this Altar of 
Perfume. plainly repreſents Chriſt's Mediation and in- 
terceſſion : he makes our Prayers offered up upon this 
Altar,that is, in his Name, . to be accepted before the 
Lord. Andas there was :to be a perpetuall Incenſe be- 
fore the Lord upon this Galden. Altar which was. placed 
H 2 in 
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in the Holy of Holies, on one fide of it, before the Mercy= 
ſeat, which denotes the -Throne of God 3 ſo Chrift conti- 
nually fitteth at the right hand of Gcd making Interceſſi- 
on for us. | 

The Temple, ſay the Fews, was the place wherein the 
Lord manifeſted himſelt to his people, and wherein aſ- 
fifted that Divinity which had a particular care over 
them. This was builded of Wood and Stones : and if 
ſo, how much more convenient is the Church of God, 
his choſen People, for his Divine Spirit to afflilt in 
the midit of them? And if the Ark covercd wi:h Gold 
was the appointed place for the Lord to appear unto 
Moſes , Exod. 25. 22. TR Tan. Sv 7 Mww

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And there T will meet with thee, and I will commune with 
thee from above the Mercy-ſeat, from between the two cherur 
bims which are upon the Ark, of the Teſtimony, of all 
things which T will give thee in commandment. unto the 
children of Iſrael : how much more pure was the Body 
of our Lord Feſus Chriſt,” by the means of which we 
now enjoy that Preeminence in a far higher meaſure then 
they ever did ? 

Moſes, coming onely to reſtore the Felicities of this 
World, to obtain them temporal and terreſtriall means 
were ſufficient : but to the enjoyment of the Happineſs 
of Souls ſurely we need means: ofa_ far:higher-nature, 
ſuch as is Feſus Chrift, by the merits: of whoſe precious 
Bloud we our ſelves. are now:the Temple of the Lord.

The reaſon is this : It being a certain truth, 
that all things are God's who created them, if 4dam had 
then taken Kaye to himſelf to cat any thing beſides 
what God granted him, he ſhould then have imcurred 
the Sin of Robbery, which is to make uſe of what 45 not 
his own. And let no man mwnagime, that becauſe God 
gave Man full power over all the : Beaſts of the carth, 
. that therefore it was lawfull for hmmto kill any living 
creature, though for his maintenance : for we ſee that 
when God thought good to forbid the Children of Iſrael 
' to-cat any fleſh but what ſhould be kilPd. in the Taber- 
nacle, theſe very words are there expreſſed, Levit. 17. 2..

IT WD? INNS Every moving thing that liveth ſhall be 
meat for yon: even as the green herb have T given you allthings. 
So that neither to Adam, nor to Noah, to whom 
new Laws were given, was the Sabbath commanded. 
Abrabam and all his poſterity were commanded to be 

2 circum- 
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circumciſed, and to Facob's Sons the Sinew that lies in 
the hollow of the Thigh was prohibited :. and yes for all 
theſe new Laws, none of them were commanded to keep 
the Sabbath. But as foon as. the Children of J1ſ-ael 
came out of ' Egypt they were commanded to keep it, 
So that. neither; Adam, Noah, nor Abraham, nor their 
Children, were preobliged to the Obſervation of the Sab- 
bath, untill after the coming forth out of Egypr.. And 
ſo, as Circumciſion reacheth no farther then to. Abraham 
and all his poſterityz{o none were obliged to keep the Sab- 
bath but the Children of Tfrael onely, to. whom it was 
commanded equally with the reti of the Precepts of the 
Law. | 

This truth is ſo abſolutely and firialy received by all 
the Fews, that it is given for a general Rule, WWWwy NI 
IVa 21 MAY One of the Gentiles that will offer to keep 
the Sabbath-is to be put to: death. Their meaning is, One 
that is not a Proſclyte, which obliges. himſelf co the Ob- 
{ſervation of all the Law. And the reaſon is, (ſay they) 
becauſe the Sabbath is given for a Sign and token be- 
tween God and themſclves.z ſo. that no man elſe is to 
meddle therewith. | Py” 

From what we have ſaid at the firft ſight arifes a great 
Queſtion, that is, If it be true (as it is generally believed) 
that the Sabbath was commanded. abſolutely in reference 
to the Creation, to the end Man ſhould acknowledge and 
confeſs the Lord the Creatour of all things, wherefore 
then ſhould it'be onely commanded to the Fews, ſince 
_all the Sons of Adam are equally concerned it it ? -This 
| being the ſecond Point. we are: to treat of; to it Lſay 

as follows:'* [1 rf _ 


That it, is a miſtake, to imagine that the Sabbath 
repreſents nothing elfe but the Creation, and that it was 
onely given. for that end and purpoſe : For if ſo, the Lord 
would have enjoyned the Obſervation: of it to Adamz and 
conſequently all his Poſterity: ſhould have been _ 
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ged "— it. But ſince the Lord did not fo doe, there is 
noqueſtion but that theSabbath repreſents alſo ſome other 
thing which relates not to the Creation : and ſo it ſeems; 


for when the Lord cemmanded it to the Children of 


Iſrael, (which was when the Manna firſt deſcended) in 
the firſt ſixth day they found a double portion 3- and ask- 
ing Moſes the reaſon of it, he told them, the next fol- 
lowing day was to be the Sabbath, whereon the Manna 
ſhould not deſcend ; and that was the firſt time the 
Lord commanded that day to be kept. - Whereas if the 
true and onely reaſon of the obſerving of it had been 
the Creation, it ſhould there have been declared to 
them, . being its. proper place : but we do not tind any 
thing of it expreſſed there more then theſe very words, 
Exod. 16. 23. And he ſaid unto them, This is that which the 
Lord bath ſaid, To morrow is the reſt of the holy Sabbath 
#1nto the Lord. And whereas by thele words (This is that 
which the Lord hath ſaid, ) it ſeems that they had notice 
of it before 3 the meaning thereof is this ; That whereas 
Moſes had already taught them how that the Lord had 
created the Werld in ſix days, and reſted the ſeventh, 
he now ſaies here, (This is that which-the Lord bath ſaid 3 } 
that is, The Lord hath decreed. and ſet apart this day, 
as I told you beforc, for to give it to you this very .day. 
For this 1s the meaning of the Text , Gen.. 2. 3. And 
God bleſſed the ſeventh day, and ſaniified it that is, he 
did ſeparate it from the xeſt of rhe Days of the Week. 
This word Keduſha, Santftity, is known to all Hebricians 
ro ſignifie nothing elſe but Separation : ſo that the .Lord 
then ſeparated this Day for ſome other: end. Therefore 
when the Lord in the Ten Commandments gives: the 
Rule of the Obſervation: of the Sabbarh, it is there: ſaid, 
Remember the $abbath-day , to ſandifie it. Note, that 
here it is not ſaid, Keep the Sabbath , but, Remember it. z 
and the reaſon there given is that of the Creation, For #2 
fix days, &c. But at the end of that Commandment it

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| Is laid, Therefore the Lord bleſſed the Sabbatb, and ſanii:f6- 
ed it that is, he did ſeparate and (et it apart, but to what 
End it is not there expreſſed, | | 
And before we proceed farther, it will be neceſſary to 
enquire the reaſon why the Sabbath, being intended -for 
the Children of Tſrael, was not commanded to Abrabam, 
God's Friend and his beloved, as well as Circumcition, 
(whichalſo is called a Sigz) but was manifeſted pacly 
after the coming out of Egypt. The reaſon of it is this : 
Preſently after the Floud, as we ſaid before, the Wick- 
edneſs of men grew ſo high, that they not onely loſt the 
true Tradition received from their Fore-fathers how that 
the Loxd was Maker of all things, but they grew alſo 
id inſolent as to attempt to invent Reaſons wherewith 
to deceive thoſe that were to come after them, indea- 
. youring to prove it impoſſible for the World ever to have 
had a Beginning. This curſed doctrine they impudently 
taught before the very face of Sem, Noah's Son, who 
the Fews ſay was Melchizedek, The Wickednels of that 
Age cauſed him to retire with Heber, his great Grand- 
child, and privately teach the Truth of God. And fo the 
Fews lay, Sem was Abraham and Iſaac's Maſter, and 
Heber Facob's » for Sem died about the 15. year of his 
age. | | 
Sow the Egyptians, with whom all the Sciences and 
Philoſophy of thoſe times remained, were great profeſſors 
- and maintainers of the World's being ab eterne, and con- 
ſequently that the Lord neither had nor could have any 
Knowledge ofany thing in it, much leſs have power to 
alter the Courſe of Nature. This appears clearly , in 
that when Moſer ſpoke to Pharach in the name of the 
Lord, he proudly anſwers, Exod. 5.2. he is the Lord, 
#hat I ſhonld bearken to bis voice ? I know not the Lord, &c. 
Upon which the Lord was pleaſed to work there ſuch 
wonderfull Mirackes amongſt them, as that he ſhewed 


himſelf to be all-ſufficient, and that, as abſolute Crea+- 
| tour, 
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tonr, he could order and command Nature at his plea- FR 
{uxe. | ; 

Now the Children of Tſrae!, being Eye-witneffes of 
this great work of the Lord, wherein the Creation was 
anew by —c— manifeſted and afcertained, (for be-- 
fides this, after their going forth out of Egypt, he divided: 
the red Sea for their take, and ſhewed them fo much of 
his Power, as to convince them that man lives not by. 
Bread alone, but by the word of the Lord, by feeding 
them with Heavenly Bread) now, I fay, that they were. 
abſolutely convinced-that the Lord was the onely Cre=- 
atour, it was now the proper time to tell them that they 
were to remember the $ abbath : as if he had ſaid, Now you 
have ſeen with your own eyes that EF am the Maker of 
all things, now you are to remember, I made them all. 
in fix days, and the ſeventh I did fandife, ſeparate and 
{et apart. So that their coming forth of Exypr was 
the cauſe this Commandment was tmpoſed upon-them. 

And this is clearly expreſſed in the Repetition of the 
Ten Commandments in Dexter. 5. Keep the Sabbath-day 
10 ſandiifie it : but there is nothing mentioned of the 
Creation. So that the Sabbath was onely a remem- 
brance of the Beginning of the World 3 but the Obſer- 
ving of it for another reafon. Look verſe x5. of the 
ſame Chapter : Remember thou wert a Slave, &c. Therefore 
the Lord'thy God commanded thee to obferve the S abbath-aay. 

And now we conclude the Sabbath was: given onely 
to the Children of 7/7ael, and no other Natian obliged to 
it 3 and given in reſpect of nothing elſe but in memory of 
the Creation, and of their. commg forth our of Egypr. 
Therefore the Fews in their Prayers appointed for this 
day call the Sabbath FUR wn? Ir. Remem- 
brance of the work of the Creation. | 
And now: we have concluded with the firff two-of our 
three Points; we wil begir» with the third and aft, 
which is, To what End the Sabbath was (given, an 
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that the Sabbath doth repreſent ſomething to come, is 
out of doubt; for otherwiſe t would'not have been cal- 
led a Sign. For what-ever doth figuihe any thing alrea- 
dy paſt is onely called a Remembrance, as yon may finde 
ſeveral Commandments of this nature in the Law; and 
in this reſpe& the . Sabbath it (elf was called a Re- 
membrance, as has been before ſaid. But a Sign mult 
needs repreſent ſomething that is yet to come, and con- 
ſequently ceaſe when that thing comes to paſs. What 
then is the thing which the Sabbath repreſents and is a 
Sign to? The general Opinion of all the ancient and 
modern Rabhbjies 1s as followeth : | 

It is certainly believed amongſt them all without any 
contradidion, that in the ſame day Adane was created, 
in the very ſame day he ſinned, and was catt out of Pa- 
radiſe; and that (though late)he heartily repented,know- 
ing how by his own Folly he had brought not onely upon 
himſelf an inhnity of Miſeries, but alſo upon all his Poſte- 
rity : whoſe true Contrition the Lord preſently accepted, 
declaring to him, that though he had loſt this World by 
his Folly, his Divine Majeſty had already prepared ano- 
ther World, where he might enjoy what he had loſt in 
this. And this, they ſay, was repreſented unto him in 
the Inſtitution of the Sabbath, which ſucceeded imme- 
diately upon Adam's Sin and Baniſhment z. wherein the 
Lord ſhewed him a Ceſſation from all Labour, Pains and 
Troubles. Farther, the Fews ſay, that Adam then full of 
Joy did fing Hymns to the Lord for his kind Benevo- 
lence. 

The Chaldee Paraphraſt, expounding, the firſt Verſe of 
Solomon's Song, wherein he deſcribes ten Songs to be 
ſang in this World to the Lord, applies the firſt to Adam

The firſt Song Adam ſaid at the time that bis Sin my Jo 
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doned,, the day of the Sabbath coming became a Shield or De- 
fence to him. Then he opened his mouth and ſaid, A Pſalm or 
Song for the Sabbath-day. So that all that Pſalin, bring 
the 92. they ſay Adam compoſed 3 which indeed well 
underſtood is a plain deſcription of the World to come: 
for there it is ſhewn how that theWicked ones ſhall be ſe- 
 verely puniſhed, though they flouriſh never ſo much in 
this World 3 and the Juſt eminencly rewarded, though 
they here tuffer many Miſeries : Properties really and 
onely belonging to the World of the Reſurreion, where 
the Name of the Lord will be juſtified even by the very 
mouths of the moſt notorious wicked - ones , confeſling 
that their Folly corrupted their waies, though their 
hearts were inraged againſt the Lord. And thus that 
Pſalm ends, 2 "ny N91 my TIT 1 15 want 
To ſheyy that the Lord is upright : be is my rock, and there is 
m0 untrighteouſneſs in bim. Therefore in the 56. of 1ſaiah, 
(which they alſo underſtand :to the ſame purpoſe) the

Bleſſed is the man that doth this, and the ſon of man 
that layeth hold on it that keepeth tbe Sabbath from pollu- 
ting it, and keepeth his hands from _ any evil. Where 
it appears the keeping of the Sabbath is applied to that 
Salvation when-the. Divine Juſtice will be openly mani- 
' felted : and therefore in this Text. the Sabbath is put on 
one fide, and the obſervation ofall the reſt of the Law on 
the other fide, included in theſe words, That keepeth his 
bands from doing any evil : whence the Fews inter their 
ancient Saying, 993 II 42 rv nYpL 
The Sabbath is as weighty and of as much conſequence as all 
the Law beſides. __- RETET Wheat |" 7 Le 
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Here you ſee they are of opinion that the Sabbath is 
a Repreſentation of the World to come: therefore the 
ancient Rabbies call it MAUI Dany «World which 
is all Sabbath and accordingly they ſay, 1 ROW 12 
Mava DIR) NY PAY AWA that be that doth not 
work, in the Eve of the Sabbath ſhall not eat in the Sabbath : 
their meaning, is, If he does not Good works in this 
World, he is not to enjoy the other. 

They proceed, and ground this their Opinion upon 


the Text, Gen. 2. 2. WAWTI PR r1a Pin 3» :

God ended his work which he had made and be reſted 
on the ſeventh day from all his work which be had made. 
Here we fee a manifeſt Contradicion, very hard to be 
falyved without their Expoſition 3 as thus ; It is cer- 
tain that the Lord created all things in ſix daies, and 
that before the Sabbath began all his Work was ended 
and if ſo,how does then our cited Text ſay,that God made 
an end of his work on the ſeventh day ? It is not poſlible 
this can be underftood thongh of the very laſt moment of 
the fixth day for the word WIN RVA on the ſe 
venth day, according to all Grammaticall Rules , nuſt 


needs comprehend part of that day. But according to - 


what we have ſaid it is caſte to be underſtood. as thus : 
God's firſt intention-in the creation of Man was to 
make him perfe&, that he might enjoy thole Felicities 
intended. for him. Adam on the fame day he had his being 
finned, whereby he made himſelf uncapable of thoſe great 
Enjoyments that were prepared for him. So that now

hindred and topped that good End that he was created 
for, that.is, to have been perfeq : and now when the 
Lord had totatly finiſhed his Wark an his fide, Adem on his 
made tt defeive:But the great God,cut of his tender love 
to mankind, immediately prepared a remedy : the: 1 :

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of our Text being now thas 3 The Lord finiſhed bis work, 
on the ſeventh day, that is, His Mercy decreed the Re- 
ſurrection , wherein his firſt intention ſhould be ac- 
compliſhed , that being the real end and aim God 
made Man for. And ſo we may underſtand the Text, 
which indeed is not commonly rendred according to 
the true ſenſe of the Hebrew, Gen.2.

ſed the ſeventh day , and ſantiified it \, becauſe that in- it 


be had refted from all bis work which God created and made : 
but in the true Hebrew it is, which God had created for to 
make. And now the ſenſe is plain by what we have faid : 
for though God had made all perfe&, yet by Adam's Sin 
the full accompliſhment of it was reſerved for God to 
doe in the World to come. 

The Fews are ſo fettled in this perſuaſion, that the 
Cabalifts are of opinion, the Juſt ones enjoy in this World 
an addition of Light and Influence in their Souls on 
the day of the Sabbath, which they call IV WB3 
an advantageous Soul, or an addition to their own Souls. 
Their meaning 1s this; That whereas the work of the 
Juſt upon the Sabbath is, to delight themſelves in the con- 
{ideration and contemplation bf the World to come; 
that their Souls being. elevated with theſe glorious 
thoughts do then receivea few Sparks of that Light they 
arc to enjoy in the other World. 

Now after this Foundation is laid, It being moſt cer- 
tain, as it-is above clearly proved, that the Coming of the 
Meſfias could not be for any other end or purpoſe but to 
redeem Souls, cleanſing, diſpoſing and preparing them, by 
the ſhedding of his precious Bloud, ſo that they remai- 
ning pure and clean from the filthineſs of all Sin by 
means of Faith in Feſws Chriſt and his continuall In- 
terceflion, they may become thereby capable of obtai- 
ning the Felicities of the - to come : it is alſo moſt 
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certain, that all the Precepts which in the Law are cal- 
led Signs do fignitie and were a Type of the Coming of 
the Meſſias. Circumciſion was called a Sign and a Co- 
venant, ſignifying, that that which thould bind and 
unite God and his People ſhould be Bloud ; and there- 
fore ceaſed when Chriſt ſhed his. The Sabbath alſo, which 
was called a Sign, which the Fews confeſs repreſented 
the World of Lite, is alſo without doubt a Type of the 
Meſias, by whoſe means the other World is to be enjoy- 
cd : the Sabbath ſignifying the Reſt of our Souls gained 
by that moſt noble Sacrifice. And to evidence this Truth, 
Chrift not onely ſuffered and died for us, but on the 
third day he rofe from the dead,toafſure us,we ſhall enjoy 
the ſame Privilege by being true Believers. And if the Sab- 
bath did indeed repreſent the Reſurre@ion, then of ne- 
ceſlity it muſt be a Type of the Meſtas, without whom 
the Reſurrection cannot be obtained. And therefore as 
ſoon as Chriſt aroſe from the dead, that which the Sab- 
bath ſignified was accompliſhed and come to paſs: and 
according to that Rule which the Fews alſo own tor 
truth, that when the thing comes to paſs which was  fig- 
nified by another, then that which was bur a Sign mult 
ceaſe; ſo at Chrift's Reſurre&ion, the Sabbath abſo- 
lately and totally ceaſed of it ſelf, ſeeing 1t was:but a - 
Sign to that which then effectually was accompliſhed. 
Who can then deny the great reaſon the Founders of the 
Chriſtian Religion had to inſtitute a day of Reſt on the 
Firtt day of the Week, being that very day wherein 
Chbrift arole, called properly the Lord's Day, whenas in 
it we are poſſeſſed effectually of that which the formal 
Sabbath was but a Sign of ? 7 £50 
And whereas to prove Truths out of the Sacred Scrip- 
tures is ſomething difhcult, (the Subtilty of men being 
ſuch, that they will turn and wind any Text at their 
own pleaſure; and though they have very little -rea- 
fon for it, yet it doth ſuffice to.ſatishe their own Fancies, 
and 
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and to withſtand the Truth from thoſe that out of a real 
Zeal are willing to inſtrudt them) therefore to conclude 
this my Diſcourſe, I will here ſet down ſome few Rules 
which the Fews are not onely not ignorant of, but do 
elteem them infallible. | 

It is common through the whole Talmud, that when 
any one Docour's Opinion: is oppoſed by another, al- 
ledging on his fide a Text of Scripture, then, if he will 
not accept of it, he is asked thus, RA NV} MNRWp 19199 "7 
—2 Tay This Text to what doth ſuch a Rabbie apply 
it ? and then he is obliged to expound it in another 
ſenſe, or otherwiſe conteſs himſelf to be convinced. 
And when it happens that that Expoſition wherewithal] 
he is oppoſed is not the plain literal ſenſe, which is paſt 
contradiction, then commonly he ſaves himſelt by ſaying 
onely WY 22> Py The Law bath ſeventy 
faces, that is to ſay, he 15 not bound to believe his Expo- 
ſition, ſince the Law. may be expounded feveral wates. 
And finally, the Cabalifts call the Scriptures DID Par- 
des, a Garden or Orchard, a word compoſed of 4. Letters, 
which they ſay ſignifie the four Senſes the Scripture is to 
be underſtood in: by the firſt Letter, Pe,tor QWB Peſſatt.is 
meant the Literal ; by the ſecond, *\ Reſh, for 19" Kemez, 
the Typical or Significative 3 by the third, 7 Daleth, tor 
WH1 Daraſs, the Allegoricallz and by the fourth and 
laſt, D Samech, for ID Sod, the Myſtiicall Senfe : fo that 
all theſe four Senſes every Text of Scripture muſt 
bear, each one of them producing and bringing forth 
their ſeveral Branches. This is their Allegoricall ſenſe 
of the Text of the Song of Solomon, Chap. 4. verſe 13. 
2109 DIÞ TRW Thy Plants are an Orchard of 
Pomegranates : the word PAW, rendred Plants, pro- 
ceeds from the Root N92, which is 20 ſexd forth; and ſo 
they mterpret this word in that ſenfe, The things thox 
fendeſt forth, that'is, thy Commandments z which indeed 
are the true Plants, that bear the. pleaſant 'Frujit of our 
3 Salvation, 
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Salvation. This , being their own Principle , wherefore 
will the Fews then onely ſtick to the Literal ſenſe, fince 
they know well that things which are promiſed to come 
are alwaies delivered, and are to be underſtood , in 
one of the other three ſenſes? And I hope that this 
will be enough for us to know the Myſteries of the Mefi- 
as are ſeldom cxpreſſed in the plain Literal ſenſe, but 
rather and more cſpecially in the Typicall ſenſe, and in a 
far higher meaſure in the Myſiicall. 

And whereas ſome paſſages of the Old Teſtament are 
in the New expounded for Chriſt, the Fews, finding thoſe 
not very proper according to the Literal ſenfe, and ſome 
others to have been fulfilled before Chrift was born, do 
think it ſufficient to overthrow Chriſtianity with it. 
But they forget their ancient Rule, generally believed by 
all the ancient Rabbies, to this purpoſe, That many Pro- 
phecies,though they are given merely with relation to,and 
accordingly were fulfilled at ſuch a time, yet nevertheleſs 
they may comprehend in them ſome other thing 'which 
15 yet tocome as is exprefled by the following words, 
2/127 job rvaRy yTRU 30 3 Al that bappe- 
ned to the Fathers fignifies ſamething that afterwards will 
happen to their Sons. And fo they reckon of all the paſ- 
ages that befell Abrabam, Iſaac and Facob, both as to 
Troubles and Deliverances, equallizing and comparing 
them to thoſe that happened to the Children of 7ſrgel at- 
terwards. 

As for example 3 Abraham went down to Egype, and 
there he was troubled for his Wife's ſake by King Pha- 
raoh, but God delivered him, and Pbaraob gave him 
a great many Gifts. This they ſay repreſents the Capti- 
vity of Egypt,whence after their Troubles they came forth 
with much Riches.

to avoid his Brother's Rage, ſends him a Preſent, That 

'\ they ſay ſignifies, that when they be in Captivity they 

* mult appeaſe their Enemies with Gifts. 

And if ſo, why ſhould the Fews then wonder that 
there may be ſeveral paſſages in Scripture that, though 
they did formerly happen to be fulfilled, yet Chrift may 
be ſignified in them ? 

To conclude : I do not think it amiſs to embrace that 
ancient. Saying of the Fews, wy 13 Pay py 
=) VN The Sabbath is as weighty, and of as much 
conſequence, as all the reſt of the Law beſides. For it being 

4 true that the Law 1s divided into two. parts, the Moral 

and Ceremonial, the Sabbath, being the chief of the ſe- 
cond part, is a Sign of Signs, a Type of Types, and the 
onely Ceremony of all Ceremonies 3 all rhe reft- being, 
comprehended in it : for it repreſents both the Rett of 
the Soul after death, and that of Soul and Body at the 
Reſurre@ion, and conſequently our bleſſed Lord Feſws 
: Chrift, by whoſe means all theſe Felicities are obtaincd,
